Louisiana, i 
spokesman for and authority on 
Huey Long's political philosophies, 
to say publicly that 
President 


Roosevelt is paralleling the meth- 
ods and doctrines of the late Huey 
Long. 
The utterance was not made or 


intended as in any sense critical 
of or unfriendly to Mr. Roosevelt, 
for Senator Ellender saw nothing 
wronjf in the Long methods and 
•ees nothing: wrong now in the 
Roosevelt tactics. 
Mr. Ellender's 
words are worth quoting, for he" 
speaks with knowledge and ex- 
perience: 
"I wa'nt to help Mr. 
Rooaevelt do the same things for 
the nation that Huey did for Lou- 
isiana. If that spells dictatorship, 
I am going to do all I can to lielp 
the president establish such a dic- 
tatorship in the United States. But 
of course, there never was any 
dictatorship in Louisiana. The peo- 
ple ruled. 
Huey wanted to give 
the people a break." 
Senator Ellender might 
have 


added that, of course, there is no 
dictatorship in Germany because 
Mr. Hitler holds elections now and 
then and wins by even greater 
landslides than either Huey Long 
or Mr. Roosevelt ever experienced. 


Judging- by the way elections are 
controlled abroad and also here, 
thru about 40 State political ma- 
chines by the Parley bureaucracy, 
there is no difficulty in producing 
& political majority at any time, 
especially since the chief executive 
has been given discretionary power 
to allocate federal funds to rtra- 
tegic points in the electorate where 
huge numbers oC votes are concen- 
trated. 
Senator Ellender feels benevo- 
lent dictatorship is all right. 
The 


oppressed minorities in the state 
of Louisiana felt otherwise. 
Not 


only were all constitutional rights 
made subject to the wHim of Long 
as governor of the state, but he 
controlled the courts, appointing 
rubber stamps to render decisions 
he wanted. 


Solons of Guffey Type. 


As for the" legislators of Louisi- 
ana, the members were for the 
most part of the Guffey type—the 
kind who take orders from "the 
chief." 


Long controlled the executive, 
legislative and judicial branches 
of Louisiana. It took., him some 
time to capture the whole gov- 
ernment, but, little by little, as he 
gained control of the election ma- 
chinery, he was able to hand pick 
candidates for the legislature so 
that they were virtually all be- 
holden to him. 
^ 


The 
Roosevelt 
administration 


fought Senator Long- because he 
attacked the new deal, and indict- 


ments for income tax evasion were 
filed by the Roosevelt regime as a 
means of harassing some of Huey 
Long's lieutenants. 
When Long 


was assassinated, and it was po- 
litically desirable for Mr. Roose- 
velt to make peace with the Long 
faction in Louisiana politics, the 
president, with characteristic flex- 
ibility, if not indifference to moral- 
ity 
in 
government. 
promptly 


agreed to let the department of 
justice drop the indictments. This 
incident has been referred to in 
the press by Louisiana critics as 
the "second Louisiana purchase." 
As a matter of fact, the presi- 


dent has given forth about as 
much talk and has done about as 
little toward a share-t he-wealth 
program as Huey Long did.

WASHINGTON.— By 
the time 
this reaches print, if a bomb has 
not burst in the midst of Secretary 
Wallace's cotton loan and subsidy 
program, it will be only because 
the administration has been given 
a few more days of grace. 


Meanwhile, back of the wrath 


of the cotton men, who declare 
that there was a joker in the deal 
they made with the white house in 
the last days of congress, 
there 
arises fbr the first time in many 
moons a solid south with a brick 
in each hand. 
The cause of the revolt in Dixie 


is what the revolters describe as 
a violation in spirit, if not in let- 
ter, of the gentlemen's agreement 
between the" president 
and the 
senators who conferred with him 
on the cotton subsidy loans. 
This is how they explain it: 
Fixing the loan at 9 cents a 


pound instead of 10 means that 
the market price for the producer 
is pegged at 9, while he might 
have got a cent more. 


Restricting the subsidy payment 


of three cents a pound to 65 per- 
c>nt of the farmer's base crop 
means that, if a farmer produced 
an average of 100 bales, he would 
get a subsidy on only 65 bales of 
his crop. 
This, say the cotton 
growers, would mean 
in effect 
that he was getting a subsidy of 
only two cents a pound. And that 
the south as a whole, with a mar- 
ket price of nine cents plus the 
two cent subsidy would be guaran- 
teed a maximum of 11 instead of 
12 cents a pound for its staple 
product. 


As a result, the cotton men pre- 
dict: ' 


1. The formation of the biggest 
cotton lobby in history. 


2. An issue to create a solid 
south which would cut thru all 
political and economic lines and 
bring the poorest 
share cropper 


into camp with Will Clayton, mil- 
lionaire cotton producer.

plained, are not necessarily limited 
to 65 percent of the 1937 base 
production, for the plan, as previ- 
ously announced, provides that, if 
the payments do not approximate 
the 
total amount 
appropriated, 
payments will be made with ref- 
erence to a larger proportion of 
the base production.

Now to Take Fluid 
for Tracing Disease

ON A VISIT to a hospital con- 


nected with a well-known medical 
college, my attention was drawn to 
a group of students and doctors 
assembled in a small lecture room. 
When I entered I learned they were 
being taught 
the procedure of 


spinal puncture or "tapping". 
I 


was impressed with the simplicity 
of the procedure. It is vastly bet- 
ter and safer than it was when I 
as a young practitioner. 
As a result of improved methods 


in the manufacture of needles and 
other apparatus, as well as the use 
of safe and painless 
anesthetics, 


this has become very simple. It is 
& procedure which causes the pa- 
tient little if any discomfort. All 
he feels is a slight prick when the 
local anesthetic is injected. The 
whole undertaking may take place 
in the home or in the doctor's of- 
nce. 


Great Benefit 


The withdrawal of fluid from the 
canal by spinal puncture has been 
a great aid to the medical profes- 
sion. Although only a small amount 
of the fluid is taken, it is sufficient 
for the purpose of complete and 
thorough test of its contents. Mic- 
roscopic examination as well as cer- 
tain chemical tests are made by the 
experts. 


What is discovered may be of 
great value in detecting: certain dis- 
orders. For example, it may actu- 
ally determine whether a patient is 
suffering from advanced syphilis, 
tumor of the brain, tuberculosis or 
some form of spinal meningitis. It 
is used in determining- whether as 
the result of an accident, the skull 
has actually been fractured, and, if 
so, the extent of the injury. 


Important lit Treatment 


In the recent infantile paralysis 


epidemic, the medical authorities 
recommended that this procedure 
be used in all suspected cases. In- 
deed, it is our only means of recog- 
nizing the disease in its early 
stages. To do this is extremely im- 
portant 
because, as 
everybody 


knows, this disease should be recog- 
nized as soon as possible. It makes 
a vast difference in the good results 
of treatment. 


Despite this marked improve- 


ment in the procedure, many who 
need it still fear the spinal tap. 
They are under the impression that 
it is dangerous and painful. Let me 
assure you that it is neither.

growers on the one hand and the 
seaboard refining monopoly on the 
other, has been terminated by the 
growers. 


"That means that hereafter the 


refiners 
lobby should expect no 


help from the domestic growers. 
That ie at least a definite step in 
the right direction." 


Wants Clause Repealed.
